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Prices  on  the  London  market  for  canned  fruits 
continue  to  be  influenced  by  the  fluctuations  in  the 
exchange  rate  of  the  pound.  After  a large  increase  in 
prices  from  April  to  July,  the  change  from  July  to 
August  was  comparatively  moderate. 

The  prices  of  canned  apricots,  peaches,  and 
pears  from  Austraha  increased,  while  prices  of  the 
same  products  from  South  Africa  declined. 
Australia’s  canned  fruit  has  experienced  increasing 
difficulty  in  competing  on  the  London  market  as 
ocean  freight  rates  have  increased.  There  is  also  price 
competition  from  Spain  and  Italy  since  products 
from  both  countries  are  being  quoted  at  levels  lower 
than  a year  ago. 

On  the  German  market  prices  for  U.S.  fruit 
cocktail,  pear  halves,  and  sour  cherries  registered  in- 
creases in  August.  The  price  of  canned  cherries  com- 
pared to  a year  earlier  reflected  the  very  short  sour 
cherry  harvest  in  the  United  States.  All  quotes 
from  South  Africa  also  increased  in  October  com- 
pared to  July. 

Reports  from  West  Germany  indicate  that  as  a 
result  of  a 43  percent  increase  in  Greek  canned  peach 
production  during  1976  compared  with  1975’s  out- 
put, packers  there  made  considerable  quantities  of 
peaches  available  relatively  early  in  the  season  for 
special  sales  offers. 

According  to  German  importers,  the  quality  of 
the  Greek  canned  cling  peaches  is  stiU  below  that  of 


California  peaches,  but  has  improved  remarkably. 
Many  importers  consider  1976  campaign  prices  for 
U.S.  peaches  and  fruit  cocktail  as  rather  high,  and  are 
waiting  for  the  South  African  price  before  ordering 
the  U.S.  product. 

German  importers  also  complain  about  the  high 
ocean  freight  charges  for  U.S.  canned  fruit,  which  are 
about  double  those  for  shipping  the  same  amount  of 
product  from  South  African  ports.  Both  the  compara- 
tively high  U.S.  offer  prices  and  the  high  freight  rates 
are  given  by  importers  as  the  reason  for  not  carrying 
U.S.  peaches  or  fruit  cocktail  in  their  price  hsts. 

There  is  a strong  trend  away  from  the  hght 
syrup  pack  of  peaches  and  other  fruit.  Most  importers 
are  now  carrying  only  heavy  syrup,  but  some  also 
have  a waterpack  available  to  meet  the  demand  for 
dietetic  fruit. 

U.S.  exports  of  selected  canned  fruits  turned  in 
highly  variable  performances  during  the  December 
marketing  period.  Particularly  notable  were  the 
substantial  increases  in  exports  of  canned  apricots 
so  far  this  season  compared  with  those  in  the  same 
period  of  1975/76.  Exports  to  West  Germany  were 
more  than  three  times  larger  this  year  and  exports  to 
the  Netherlands  were  more  than  10  times  greater.  Ex- 
ports of  canned  peaches  to  West  Germany  have  also 
improved,  46  percent  larger  than  at  this  time  last 
year.  Exports  of  canned  cherries  (mostly  red  sour 
pitted)  were  down  70  percent  as  a result  of  the 
short  sour  cherry  crop  during  1976.
